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The Question of the Di ciiies. — The question of 
the Duchies is mainly a Dutch question. Neverthe- 
less, it may l>e briefly stated. Some time ago, the Diet 
of Holstein were invited to examine the project of 
a new Danish Constitution, which, although lilteral 
in certain respects, was subversive of the old rights 
of tbe Duchies of Holstein and Lauenburg, accord- 
ing to which, though acknowledging the King of 
li)enmark as their sovereign, they were independent 
T^ates. governed constitutionally by their own laws, 
like Hungary previous to the revolution of 1848. 
The new Constitution, the provisions of which are 
to apply to the dependencies of the Danish Crown, of 
whatever nationality, ignores these rights entirely. 
Well, the Diet of Ililsteiu examined the project, as 
it was invited to do. and has flatly refused even to 
discuss the subject, until the independent jiosition of 
tbe Duchies, as parts of the Germanic Confedera- 
tion, is acknowledged by the Cabinet at Copenha- 
gen. This the Cabinet at Copenhagen declares that 
it can't do. It avers that it has already made every 
possible concession. Austria and Prussia stand at 
the back of the Duchies, and Louis Napoleon stands 
about midway between the two disputant*, with 
rather a partial eye on Denmaik. Such is the ques- 
tion of the Duchies. 

It is not likely that it will proceed to extremes, 
though the antagonism of Danish interests and feel- 
ings on one side and the German generally on the 
other undoubtedly renders the matter somewhat 
difficult of adjustment. But the consequences to 
which the slightest spark of war might lead are too 
terrible to imagine that it may by possibility be 
kindled. The French Emperor will see to that. He 
would stamp it out in an instant. Hit own power 
depends on his sleepless vigilance in this respect, 
among others, and he has never yet proved false to 
himself. It is understood that he has already in- 
structed his Ambassador at Vienna to convey to the 
j^Anan governments his wish for a spirit of moder- 
anon in their transactions with Denmark, such as 
will permit of the solution of the question by di- 
. plomaey alone. It can hardly be doubted tli.it the 
German governments will take the hint, and the 
question of the Duchies be settled at an early day 
by one of those felicitous compromises in which the 
continental diplomatists take refuge when they can

venerable Robert Walsh, writing from 
Paris to the New York Journal of Commerce, ex- 
presses the opinion that Russia "will avoid all com- 
munity of position and relations" with England at 
Pekin.

In this 
choice the University of Glasgow, while enriching 
her Faculty with one of tlie brightest names in 
American physics, has paid a fitting and handsome 
tribute to the universality of science. It is some- 
thing, in this age of oppugnancies, to feel that there 
is at least one great fellowship whose profound and 
delicate relations no State or party jealousies can 
sully, and which not even trackless oceans can di- 
vide. 

We are gratified to notice that the reception of 
Professor Rogers by the scientific men of Great 
Britain has t>een not only warm but distinguished 
He was present at the meeting of the British Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science, held in 
Dubliu, in the early part of last month, and, was 
the object of marked attention. The University of 
Dublin, on this occasion, conferred upon him the 
degree of Doctor of Laws, an honor which signifies 
a vast deal more on the other side of the Atlantic 
than it does here, and subsequently, by special invi 
tation, he was one of the members of the British 
Association, who visited the Earl of Rosse, of teles- 
copic fame, at Birr Castle. Parsontown, and exam- 
ined the monster instrument with which that noble- 
man's name is linked in immortal fame. Our ac- 
complished countryman, in short, has been covered 
with honors and besieged with courtesies. His ad 
vent has l>een welcomed with that hearty and grace 
ful completeness in which Englishmen, when they 
undertake to be civil at all, are not surpassed by any 
other people on the globe.

Thursday, Oct. 1. 

"Month of my heart," as poor Willi- Gayl, rd 
Clarke in one of his beautiful poems termed Oc- 
tober, dawned upon this morning with a cloudless 
sky and a balmy atmosphere. Even before dawn 
the city was alive and stirring, and by nine o'clock 
the business streets were thronged with m isses of 
moving, breathing humanity, such as we have never 
seen outside of Broadway, New York. The greater 
portion of the multitude appeared to be tending 
towards the fair {pounds, and omnibusses, carriages, 
wagons with springs and w ithout springs, carts, 
and even drays were brought into requisition by tbe 
eager crowd. We have never met with *o many 
impatient and hasty people. We have never seen 
the ladies— sweet creatures— so utterly disregarded, 
and the convenience of self so prominent as to-day. 
The conveniences for reaching the grounds are wo- 
fully deficient in all respects. 

The fair grounds are about three and a half miles 
from the center of the city, and yet within the cor- 
porate limits. To get at them is one of the most 
difficult and disagreeable of possible adventures. — 
We, however, made the journey satisfactorily in an 
over-crowded omnibus, in a hurly-burly procession 
of thousands of vehicles, through clouds of dust 
that were actually tangible, and were ushered into 
the gateway by a corps of gentlemen from the lie- 
publican office, to whom we are under jcculiar obli- 
gations. 

The grounds of the St. Louis Society are perfectly 
beautiful — more lovely and finished than those at 
home. They embrace fifty-six acres of land, agree- 
ably diversified by forest trees, and arranged in 
style. The hand of taste and cultivation is dis- 
played upon every side. The walks are graveled, 
shrubbery is planted out, and from a score of foun- 
tains crystal water ll thrown in lovely jets and falls 
with a soothing, delicious murmur. The amphithea- 
ter is larger than that of Louisville, and is decorated 
in fine style. But in the vast crowd that filled its 
thousands of seats we missed that beauty and grace 
and indescribable charm of feature and manner that 
so preeminently characterise the ladies who attend 
the Kentucky fairs. Missouri is a worthy effsprirg 
of our glorious old State, but she falls fir l>ehind 
the mother commonwealth in producing noble look- 
ing women. We can apply to her that line of 
Horace— 

"Filia pulchra, mater pulchrion" 
The daughter is certainly beautiful; but the parent, 
how much more lovely! 

Dusty and fatigued as we could not avoid being, 
we spent delightful hours to-day in walking over 
the grounds, and w itnessing the varied panorama of 
life presented to our view. We found the Floral 
Hall an exact pattern of that at Louisville, and 
the display of fruits and flowers seemed to have 
been culled from the same gardens and orchards as 
those of the National Fair. 

There is a tine exhibition of mechanical aid airri- 
ultural implements, but a great deficiency in mo- 
tive power. We noticed with pleasure that the Ken- 
tucky Harvester, of Miller. Wingate. i Co.. MM 
the constant center of atraction. Hundreds; of 
steady farmers were continually congregated al>out 
it, and its l>eautiful movements caused frtquent 
burts of applause. Mr. James H. Miller, the senior 
member of the firm, was present superintending his 
popular machine. Dr. Goddard. of Munn oi Co.'s 
works, Louisville, is also here, with a thresher and 
cleaner that is meeting with universal favor. 

You have doubtless seen, by the full report* in Eta 
papers in this city, that old Kentucky has taken her 
full share of the liberal premiums. Wherever any- 
thing from our State his been entered, success has 
been the result. Kentucky horses and cattle can- 
ot be defeated in any match that may be instituted 
yet. Of course the numerous Kentuckians here 
ave been elated with due State pride by dkftS* sig- 
nal triumphs. 

The display of stock at the fair has not been ex- 
traordinary, although several specimens of Mi-c.-.iri 
growth were remarkably fine. 

The fair has been, in all respects, successful — the

The New Orleans papers of the 27tli ult., received 
bv the southern mail, contain the decree made by 
Mexico with regard to the Tehuantepec company. 
The route is to commence at the bead o the naviga- 
tion of Coaxocal river, and the railroad is to be com- 
menced within eighteen months from the date of the 
decree, and be completed at the rate of twenty-six 
hundred and seventy-three yards everv vear until 
entirely finished. In the meantime the companv is 
to build and keep in order a good road, with tbe'ne- 
cessary bridges for carriages for conveying passen- 
gers and merchandise of light weight through. The 
plans to be submitted to the Minister of Interna- 
tional Improvements for his approval. The compa- 
ny h to btiilJ, w ifhin two ye ars from the completion 
of the roil, the necessary* dvk.es and moles in five 
ports of Coatzacolicy and Ventoza. and build im- 
mediately the works necessary for discharging ves- 
sels. The government grants the nece.-sarv land 
for depotsj stations, &c; also, the use of material 
from private land by indemnifying the owners. — 
The decree grants the exclusive privilege of trans- 
porting, and the power to levy tolls and transmit 
dues, not exceeding fifty cents per league for each 
passenger, nor exceeding one per centum per league 
for the precious metals. The government ■ to pro- 
tect the line, but the decree confers no right to trade 
on the Isthmus. The privilege is to last for sixty 
years, and tbe government Ls to receive fifteen per 
centum on tbe net revenues w henever dividends are 
declared.

The Immacclatk. Coxceitiox is Italy. — The 
Turin correspondent of the London News says: 

Our newspapers refer to a verv curious incident 
which has occurred at Pavia, and w hich deserves 
some comment. Munsiguor L imo/.zotti, the bishop 
of that city, availing himself of the power which is 
placed in iiis hands by the new Concordat, has pla- 
carded in the churches a sentence of the greater ex- 
communication against four learned and respectable 
priests, named Acquaroni, Grignani, Paroiia, and 
Tenca, because they refused to believe the dogma 
of the Immaculate Conception of Mary. This has 
given rise to a tumult, the people tearing down the 
placards and sternly hissing the bishop whenever he 
makes his appearance. The government has in the 
time given orders that the four priests shall receive 
the income of their benefici-ss, without which they 
might die of hunger. They are not alone among 
the clergy of Pavia in their way of thinking, for 
you must'know that in the university there, during 
thirty consecutive years, the celebrated Abbate Tam- 
liurui has been teaching — zealous Jansenist, the au- 
thor of works of some reputation against the preten- 
t|> e ( sions of the Roman Curia.

The importance of such an institution can be best

I of Nature, thuu-h the abundant fertility of our soil, 

and tiie genial itiiluences of climate, has hitherto 
compensated the farmer w ith generona crops, under 
a routine culture that annually exhausts the vegeta- 
ble alimtnt upon which that fertility depends. The 
gradual exhaustion of the nutritive elements of the 
soil by successive culture without again returning 
them to the earth to supply food for the ensuing 
crop must necessarily and ultimately imooverish the 
richest lands. The result of such unscientWe farm- 
ing is felt not only in the diminisht.d yield succes- 
sively recurring, but in the more serious effects up- 
on society in drawing off every year a large number 
ot our most enterprising and industrious citizens to 
the virsrin plains of the West t<> subject them to a 
similar course of agricultural robbery. With a soil 
of extraordinary fertility, and an a'mndant and in- 
exhaustible supply of fertilizing materials, nature 
has bestowed upon our ]>eople not only all the agri- 
cultural advantages for its profitable cultivation, but 
lor sustai;tiog iu productive powers and of supjort- 
inir a dense population, aud all that is wanting to ar- 
rest the dr.ii'i upon our | ovulation by immigration is 
the dnr'jMon of scienrit.e knowledge atnoiiir the ia- 

appre- 

ciate the superior advantages they possess. " It may 
!•• as>erte<!, without any fear of successful contradic- 
tion, that nowhere on the green earth has Nature 
been more lavish in her gifts, either in the m-.r.ul 
and physical endowments of the people, the exhaust- 
less treasures of the earth, facilities for commerce, 
or the salubrity of climate, than in Kentucky: let 
these be cultivated and improved to the extent of 
their capacity, and she will attain to her true des- 
ny. 

The statistics of the State furnish some very in- 
terc.- t.ing facta in reference to the increase of popula- 
tion from 1848 to In 1848 parents who paid 
no tax numl>ered 7,436; in 1855, they had 
increased to 12,004, and this increase had 
been regularly progressive. In 1848, parents 
with less than $100 taxable property numbered 12,- 
'J64, which annually increased to 1850, when the 
numlier was 13,112: frota that date the number an- 
nually diminished until 1855, when it wan reduced 
to 8,581. lu 1848, parents who paid tax on property 
from $100 to $400 numl>ered 12,344; in 1855 it hail 
increased to 13,097. In 1848, parents who paid tax 
on property from $400 to $t!00 were enumerated at 
5,685, which number in 1855 had increased to 6,409. 
Parents paying tax on property over $600 in 1848 
numbered 28,791, which in 1855 had increased to 
41,064. Showing the largest and most uuifonn in- 
crease to have been confined to those who pay no 
tax and could not emigrate, and those w hose wealth 
enabled them to maintain the position they occupied 
and to appreciate the advantages with which they 
were surrounded. In the eight years from 1848 to 
1855, the parents who paid no tax had increased 
over 60 per cent., while those who paid tax on less 
than $100 had decreased 33 per cent., and those pay- 
ing tax on from $100 to $100 had increased less 
tiuii t.of one per cent.; and those paying tax on 
from $400 to $600 had increased a fraction less; but 
those paying tax on $600 and over had increased at 
about 40 per cent.; showing most clearly that the 
non-taxpaying population is increasing at a ratio 
one-third faster or more rapidly than the wealthy 
class, and that the drain of emigration during 
those seven years was almost exclusively from the 
intermediate classes who constitute the great, indus- 
trial force of free la'x>r in the State. 

Rasing our calculations of the future from these 
pertinent and exciting facts gleaned from the past, 
what may we expect will be the relative numbers m 
these different classes of society in the next twenty- 
years. Here we have an adult population of non- 
tax-payers of 7.4:56 in eight years numbering 12,064, 
while in the same length of time a population of tax- 
payers on property ranging iu value from less than 
$100 to $600 of 30j993 is reduced to 28,087, anil .the 
28,791 paying tax on $600 and over increased to 41,- 
064. To what do these facts tend? It is an old ad- 
age, that extremes meet; if this should be realized 
in the future increase of population in onr State, 
ere three decades shall be numbered, the rich and 
the poor will be equal in numbers, and the ener- 
getic, producing, wealth-creating, society-sustaining 
intermediate classes merged into the two, or by their 
antagonistic pressure squeezed out through the 
stream of emigration to build up the wealth and 
numbers of new StaKs. Nor need we 1* surprised 
with these facts before us, that the new States are 
found progressing in the development of the elements 
of greatness and prosperitv at a more rapid stride 
than the older ones from which they have drawn the 
brain and muscle which do the work. 

Does it not behoove every friendHo the prosperity 
of the State and the advancement of society to in- 
quire into the causes which are imperceptibly but 
gradually and surely working these evil results, 
and to set to work corrective means. The Kentucky 
mind is too capacious in its grasp of intellect to be 
cooped within the narrow limits of routine pursuits, 
and, if not gratified by expansion in area »f knowl- 
edge, will seek it in extent of space and circum- 
stances where its giant powers can obtain scope for 
carrying out the spirit of native enterprise in sub- 
duing the opposing difficulties of western adventure.

In the case of the independent banks 
the State Treasurer is authorised, on application and 
proof of their suspension, to redeem after specitied 
notice all the circulating notes, whether protested 
or not, out of the trust property deposited in his 
hands. 



The Moxev Mabkkt.— Saturday passed off bet- 
ter than we had supposed.

Although the owners of the Iron Mountain— Itself 
a mountain of wealth at any tin: —and each of the mem- 
bers of i lie firm jKissesed of individual wealth — they have 
not been able to escape the g'-m-i'al disaster. It is bad 
i when the usefulness «nd enterprise nf snrh men is 
d and stopped even for a time, but it is still worse 
l so many hundreds of operat.-ves are thrown out of 
employment. We understand that orders have been given 
to stop operations at the Iron Mountain, and the number 
of operntires thus discharged will amount to 4."«n. At the 
Laclede rolling mill, in tills city, and the Coal Banks, the 
number is staked at 4(10. A good many of these men have 
families, and the prospect for them, as well as others, is a 
gloomy one, unless the price of provisions. etc.. should ex- 
perience a rapid decline.

In connection with this subject the Monitor pre- 
tends to make startling disclosures of a secret politi- 
cal society in existence at the capital, and with 
branclies throughout the Republic, with the object 
of placi'u; the reactionary or Santa Anna partv 
agam in power. The Spaniards arrested at Vera 
Cruz are said to have lielonged to this organization. 
It is charged that their plan was to rise on the 16th 
inst.; if .»o, it was frustrated by these disclosures 
and arrests. 

Indian depredations continue in the State of Du- 
rango w ith unrelenting animosity, and Gen. Alvarez 
has met with further reverses in the South. 

In addition to the fear of the California fillibus- 
ters, Lower California has been troubled with an at- 
tempted military revolt. The mutiny was put 
dow n for the moment, but it is said not more than 
150 soldiers can be counted on at La Paz in case of 
emergency. The officers of the projected revolt 
have been sent in irons to the salt island of Carmen. 

In general, as pictured by the papers before us, 
the social and political condition of the neighboring 
republic is most deplorable, far worse than at any 
time during an uncertain and precarious year. In 
one State a tierce and unrelenting civil war is in 
progress, portions of three others are in open revolt 
against the government, in the north and south 
alike, depredations of the Indian bar'.wrians contin- 
ue, the great highways are infested by bandits, the 
filibusters again impend over Sonoro, "a formidable 
political party plots in secret, and. to crown all, the 
federal government is again at a dead lock. What 
will be the end of it no one cas tell. 



The Tobacco Crop.— Our State exchanges be- 
gin to furnish reports in regard to the tobacco crop, 
which happily, thus far, escaped the dangers of an 
early frost. A fortnight's continuance of the fine 
weather now prevailing will enable the farmers 
to secure a large crop, notwithstanding the adverse 
influence of w ind, rain, and vermin. 

The Sal»m Register says: A heavy rain, accom- 
panied with violent wind and hail, visited some por- 
tions of this county on Saturday last, the 19th, doing 
immense damage to the tobacco crop. The hail fell 
in immense chunks in some instances. Capt. Jacob 
Miller relates that he had the cariosity to measure 
one of these, and found it to measure' seven inches 
in circumference. Some farmers lost the largest 
part of their tobacco crop. 

Where the hail did it but little injurv. the wind 
was so violent as to break and tear it to pieces. 

The Fredericksburg Herald says: The cutting and 
housing of the tobacco crop is now employing the 
agricultural force of this and neighboring counties. 
As a general rule the crop is a good one. though we 
hear of occasional short crops. The season has been 
a good one thus far, and we hazard little in the opin- 
ion that both in quality and quantity it will exceed 
that of last year. 

The Petersburg Express says: We leam from sev- 
eral country friends that the tobacco crops in the sur- 
rounding counties are suffering extensively from the 
ravages of the tobacco worm. A gentleman raising 
a small crop in Chesterfield, on experiment, has now 
about two pounds and a half of sound leaves in the 
field. He did not tend it properly, it is true, but the 
fact forms a striking instance of the voracity and

From Havana.— A letter from Havana to the 
Charleston Courier, dated 29th ult., affords the fol- 
lowing items of news: 

On the 13th instant a coasting vessel arrived hav- 
ing on board thirty or forty (I have not been able 
to ascertain which number) negroes, who did not 
possess regular Cedulas, and who could op1>- urtor 
111 Spanish the words "si, senor" — 3'es, sir." This 
being considered proof that they were newly landed 
Africans, they were taken possession of bv" the au- 
thorities, and will, after serving a term of appren- 
ticeship, be considered Emancipadoes. 

On the lHth a coasting schooner wa3 observed 
"knocking about" outside, and as from her not 
coming into the port, M shs might easily have done, 
a boat was dispatched by the Captain of the port to 
see what was the cause <-f b. r st range conduct.— 
I'iKin the lioat's reaching her, it was discovered 
there was no one on deck, and upon going below the 

dead l>ody of a negress only was found on board. 

Thil is the most probable story of the many I have 
heard respecting this schooner. She is probably a 
slaver, which, having succeeded in discharging her 
freight, has been set adrift. She has been brought 
into tlie butiior and anchored. The bark Minneten- 
ka, late of New York, I have heard, landed her 
cargo of Africans more than a week since near Ra- 
liia Honda. A sailor belonging to the vessel brought 
into this harlwr on the 18th was made a prisoner of, 
he endeavoring to sell a new negro, supposed to be 
one of the vessel's cargo, all of whom, it is said, 
were landed very near this city — thirty or forty at 
the Punta. This, however, requires confirmation. 

The authorities have been very active in endeav- 
oring to arrest the Africans landed from the schoon- 
er referred to above. They have searched various 
buildings in which it is thought some of them night 
be concealed. Up to yesterday, however. ! l-.e.ir, 
only thirty-seven out of the two hundred and up- 
wards that were landed from her had been seized. 

We have also an outline of the horrors attending 
this awful system of "free colonists," which meets 
the approbation of England, France, and the wildest 
Aliolitionists of the X01 rthern States. The commu- 
nication from which we quote is dated Havana, Sep- 
tember 23: 

"Since my last there have been two arrivals of 
Asiatic free' colonists at this port — the first on the 
l v.h inst., 250 in number, under the French tlac: the 
other on the 19th, 349 in num'»er, under the Dutch 
flag. They Imth came via St. Helena. Of the first 
cargo sixty died at sea. 

"The followicg circumstance will prove to you the 
cruel treatment these poor white slaves undergo upon 
the sugar estates in (bis island: 

"A wealthy Creole family are the proprietors of 
several sugar estates. One of these is tilled almost 
altogether by Asiatics, who are, in derision, I sup- 
pose, called free colonists. Upon this estate recent- 
ly, for several successive days, three or four of these 
Asiatics committed suicide. " The numlier that did 
so at length attracted the attention of the authori- 
ties, and an investigation was entered into, so as, if 
possible, to ascertain the cause of so many of these 
unhappy men taking their own lives. But examin- 
ing the persons not only of the deceased, but alto 
thos-e of the living Asiatics, it was discovered that 
they were covered with scars caused by the whip, 
from the nape of the neck down to their very ankles 
— that no negro had never been more cruelly whip- 
ped. Under the terms of the contract entered into 
by these Chinese — a copy of which, in Chinese and 
Spanish, is in my possession — they are bound to sul>- 
ntit to the discipline of the estate's upon which they 
are engaged. By this, I find from an intelligent 
Chinese, they understand a conformance to the Ivours 
of labor on the eetate, th; performing such work as 
they may be directed to do, to the best of their abil- 
ity, and, in short, conducting themselves as good 
laborers should do; but they did not suppose thev 
were, under any circumstances, to be whipped with 
the lash. 'If,' said the Chinese to me, 'any one 
committed a theft, then we thought the punishment 
would be imprisonment, and, in bad cases, the bas- 
tinado.' In reply to my inquiry, 'what he would do 
were he whipped?' 'I w : ould,' he exclaimed passion- 
ately, 'first kill the man who whipped me, and then 
kill mvself. I could not live after I liad been Hog- 
ged.' "

Hm Bestow Baak Preatdente, tkk moraine, 
also resolved upon an immediate extension of three miil 
Hons. The managers of the Bteecker 8tX« t Bank for Ml - 
ings this morning revolved to turn their ijnoe.iied t inted 
Slates stocks into *oid at tjsllt; per cent. And the sub- 
Treasury again paid out $40t)OM in 1 Ttmn of its receipt.-.- - 
These movements, in the aggregate, | r, -. nt a positive re- 
laxation Of the ji O SS EW 111 New YoTI and New Kn-'laiid of 
seven millions ot dollars; nearly the. whole of which has 
yet to be felt upon businc-H. We noticed, yesterday, that 
the Bowery Savings Institution had ordered the- sale of one 
million I'. S. stocks, and that the Su j-Trcasury paid out 
!is«00,0tl0 over its receipts. So that . Including the California 
remittance, fully due in a day or so, the preparations for 
peCSUMary aid to the mercantile public (of which nearly half 
will be a direct accession of gold to the I Linking movement) 
•luring the week will eipial i*n millioi* dollars. And in 
view of this fact, we t*. I that the declaration of yesterday 
that the "better time" is at hand, mav be repeated with all 
ronfidence. If there be any virtue in the addition of four 
millions ot gold to a reserve already de nied strong for a 
creditor city, and with the European Exchanges at Itr2(<il05 
per cent., it certainly is. 

There is, we think, another important point fullv gained 
to-day. The States of Xew York aud New Knglawd with 
their important two commercial cities, are to continue to 
Mf sj>ecie. jjf liis is so with New York, and the advices 
from l'. - ton, liartford. New Haven, ftc, authorize the be- 
lief that the determination is not less conclusive in that 
quarter. It was the apprehension that the redeeming banks 
here, the Metropolitan and American Exchange, might be 
compelled to discredit the whole New Knglaud currencv 
that gave rise to much of the atxiouscemcern on the -tre.-t 
yesterday. The shutting down of the Ehode Island banks 
on Monday authorized the doubt felt on the subject. It is 
extremely fortuuate that our redeeming hanks resolved to 
risk the chances of the other New Knglaud states standing 
up for a day or two louger. It looks this afternoon as 
though the danger had been passed, and our good friends iu 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, and other suspended point*, will 
have to adjust their exchanges with New York and theEhal 
accordingly. In regard to the South it is nuite evident from 
the surprise and reluctance with which the Philadelphia 
event was received all along the Southern Atlantic coast 
and at Nashville and New Orleans, that all the cotton 
States^ whose great crop is just ready for market will pro- 
bably insist upon the specie standard. The Northwest may 
not be abln to do .so, but we have no positive information 
that the banks in Ohio, Illinois, Indianr, or Missouri will 
yield to the pressure; although great embarrassment and 
numerous suspensions have fallen upon the private bankiu" 
houses in that quarter. From Keutm ky we have no con- 
ive informal ion.

On the -Mix day of December, 1 --VI . « :lias. \V. Daniel and 
Matilda A. Daniel, his wife, executed to Aaron Abbot their 
due bill of that date for 8700. 1)11 the *th of January, 1N», 
Abbott assigned the due bill to Kobinsou by written assign- 
ment on the instrument Uobinsou riled his petition in 
equity in the Circuit court against Daniel and wite, the in- 
fant child of Matilda A. Daniel, aud T. F. Hazlerig, trus- 
tee to said Matilda aud her infant son, Jesse Daniel, pray- 
ing for the sale of said Matilda's separate estate, in a tract 
of !J0U acres ot land and several slaves, described in a deed 
from Jesse Daniel, the father ot said Matilda, iu satisfac- 
tion or the due bill above referred to. 

The trustee and Mrs. Dauiel resisted the claim, denving 
the right of the court to subject the separate estate of Mrs. 
Daniel to the payment of the debt sued for. The iufant 
defendant, by guardian ad litem, answered the petition in 
the common form. The court below rendered a iudement 
against Charles W. Daniel for the debt, and then transfer- 
ei the action to the eqnitv docket, and. after an execution 
was issued against Charles W. Daniel and returned no prop- 
erty tound, proceeded and rendered a judgment subjecting 
tie separate e?ute of said Matilda in the tract . .f land and 
slaves couveyed by the deed from her father to a trustee 
for her sole and separate use during her life, &c. The 
court, by its judgment, first ordered her<*tate in the slaves 
to b>- satisfied by hiring the slaves ont for one year, and re- 
taining control over the hire in order to secure the iutercst 
of the infant, prom that judgment Daniel and wife have 
appealed to this court. 

Chief Justice Wheat delivered the opinion of the Court: 

Held— Itetore the adoption of the Revised Statutes it 
was decided by this Court that the separate estate of a 
married woman might be subjected to her debts upon a case 
properly made out by a proceeding in a court of equitv 

Th« 17th chapter of the B et fa ed statuns, title, Bashaad 
and Wile, page US»5, section 17, it is believed, has changed 
the law ou this subject. That section is as follows: 

"If real or personal estate be hereafter conveyed or dc- 
vwed yort&e separate ««e of a married mmm. or for 
that of an unmarried woman, to the exclusion of any hus- 
band she may thereafter have, she shall not alienate -ueh 
estate with or without the consent of any husliand she may 
have; but may do so when it ; « a gift, by the consent of the 
donor or his jiersoi al represe ntative. Such estate, hereto- 
Jore created, shall not be sold or encumbered, but by 
order ot a court ot equity, aud only for the purpose 0/ 
exch(im)eandrrince*tinent,jor the same use as tltat oj' 
the original conveyance ur devise: and the court shall 
see that the exchauge or reiuvestmcut is properly made." 

The deed conveyiug the s.qiarate estate for the use of 
M. . Daniel hears date the <th day of March, 1-47. etam 
the tievised Statutes went into effect, a married woman, 
having a separate estate, cauuot sell or encumber it (if 
such e-tato. was created before the 1st dav .»f Julv 1MB 
but by an order of a court of equity, and only then for 
th* purpose oj exchange or investment. It would be a 
violation of the section referred to, if a married woman 
couU', by the creation of debts, encumber or have her Mr 
arate estate sold. To have such estate sold to pav- her 
debts, by the judgment of a court, would enable her'to do 
by indirection that which the statute expressly forbids 
Such estate can ouly be sold under an order of a court of 
equity for the purpose of exchange or reinvestments/or the 
same use as that of the original conveyance or devise. 

This section tetters the powersef married women to 
nlienate their separate estates, acquired before it took ef- 
rect. aud may have the effect of limiting their expenditures 
to au outlay of the profits as they accrue. Such restriction 
may be considered severe in some cases, but, from the 
words of the statute, no room is left to doubtth.it such was 
the intention of the Legislature.

AXP Elsewhere — Sading of the Tennessee.— The 
attempts to create another' expedition for Nicaragua 
have thus far been confined to Southern cities. It 
is probably true that there is a pretty strong organi- 
zation of men who intend visiting Nicaragua, in the 
ciU of New Orleans and in St. Louis. It is true, 
also, that the friends of the new expedition expect 
aid from Charleston and other cities, but thev ex- 
jiect nothing in the way of men from New York. 
The money, arms, ammunition, and provisSoai from 
this city they have a very favorable opinion 1 1, uid 
expect a liberal continuation of such dona' ions dur- 
ing the new enterprise; but that is all thev want. 

It is also pretty well settled that Gen. Walker 
will not go back as the military chief of the expedi- 
tion. He will probably go out and proclaim Mwilllll 
President of Nicaragua. After doing so, it is ex- 
pected that he will occupy himself in civil matters, 
leaving the military defence of his pretensions entire- 
ly to others. 

That other expedition that is said to lie fitting out 
in Texas, for a descent upon a portion of Mexico, is 
now generally believed to be but a part of the new 
expedition to Nicaragua, which, it is claimed, will 
be the most imposing, best equipped and provisioned 
of all the lillitiustermg expeditions that heretofore 
have left the United States. The sailing of the Ten- 
nessee is looked upon by many as the first move- 
ment towards their departure." She is bound for 
New Orleads; and it was currently reported that she 
had a large quantity of arms, ammunition and pro- 
visions on board. It is said also that she will -tep 
at the mouth of the Mississippi river and take in the 
men and additional munitions from that point. That 
such is the intention is denied by those who are fa-

Marine Losses for -iemrer. — We pnblish 
below a monthly table 0: ..trine losses for the pa>t 
month, showing an aggregate of thirty-nine vessels, 
of which one was a steamship, one a propeller, three 
were ships, live were barks, six were brigs and twen- 
ty-three were schooners. The total value was three 
million one hundred and se%enty-two thousand one 
hundred dollars. This is the value of the property 
totally lost, exclusive of damages to vessels not 
amounting to a total loss, and of partial losses of 
cargo— and as will be seen by reference to the table 
given below, has been (with "one exception) the most 
disastrous month for underwriters of any, so far. this 
year, occasioned bv the foundering of the Central 
America, whose value, w ith that of the specie on 
freight and in the hands of passengers, we have 
given at $2,000,000, being rather under than over 
the amount of property lost. 

The vessels reported iu this list are chiefly Ameri- 
can, although some foreign are included — when 
bound to or from an U. S. port, or known to be in- 
sured in this country.
